Sctisfaction has been expreszed by 
Hon, J. T. Thorson, minister of na- 
tional war services, at the manner in 


ing to the regulation calling for all 
persons to fill out national registra- 
tion forms upon reaching the age of 
sixteen. 

According to the bureau of. statis, 
tics, 220,000 persons in Canada reach- 
ed the age of sixteen during the past 
year, Of -this number, appproximate- 
ly 112,000 were males and 110,000 fe- 
males, ; 

“Records of the national registra- 
tion bureau for the same period in- 
dicate that the number of new reg- 
istration forms reaching Ottawa com-- 
pare .favorably ‘with, these figures,” 
said Mr. Thorson. 

The registration of all persons in 
Canada upon reaching the age of six- 
teen is, compulsory and penalties are 
provided for those who do not observe 
_| the regulation. Forms ms are available 
at post ‘offices ‘througheut: ‘the-Domin- 
ion and postmasters have been in- 
structed to explain them to those: who 
wish to register. Separate forms have 
been provided for those who lose 
their cards, and it should be made 
clear to the postmaster which type is 
desired: bate ;

It ig a common miconception among 
wotkers that they must accept any 
position offered, and if such a position 


ig refused that ‘they will be deprived — 


of their rights to the payment of ben- 
efits during the time they are out of 
work. : : 

The act very definitely protects the 


worker against any attempt to force 


him to accept employment at a low 
standard of wages, or if the working 
conditions are less favorable than 
those recognized by good employers, 
or if vacancies are due to a labor dis- 
pute. He is also under no compulsion 
to accept enfployment which requires 
him to become a member of any as- 
sociation, organization or union of 
workers, or, on the other hand, which 
requires him to refrain from becom- 
ing a member. 

The act povides, furthermore, that 
a man. whose claim for benefit pay- 
ment has been disallowed, may appeal 
to a board of referees made up of an 
equal number of representatives. of 
employers and employees, 

Even if the board of referees dis~ 
‘allow the claim, there is a further 
right given the worker that he may 
appeal. to the umpire. 

The act also states that the worker 
must be “capable of work.” There is 


a very essential difference between. 


unemployment insurance and health 
insurance, and benefits cannot. be paid 
from: the’ unemployment insurance 
fund if 'a'worker is incapacitated 
through sickness.

New weapons and new. methogs of combat: now used in the second 


“Fifth column,” “Molotov bread basket,” ‘balloon ‘barrage,” and numerous 
other terms, unfamiliar before the present war, now appear quite oy, 
in the news columns of our papers and radio press bulletins. 

One important weapon, however, has an old name. into which events 
of this war have put a new and wider meaning, That word is “propaganda,” 
and-it-was introduced in its newest form by the highly publicized Dr. Goon 
bels. 

Much has appeafed in the news lately of the measures taken by the 
Russians inj this regard. They have effectively disrupted German announce- 
ments, broadcast news of German losses in Russia, and otherwise harrassed 
the rigidly controlled air waves of the Reich. There have been stories, too, 
of the brilliant “V for Victory” campaign launched by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. Results of this clever piece of propaganda are re- 
corded every day in uprising and unrest in the occupied countries. Vichy 
officials blame the untest in France 6n this campaign, the full story of 
which will not be known until the people of the occupied countries have 
joined with the free democracies in the final destruction of Nazi-ism.

A Royal Air Force Station some- 
where in England.—Britain permitted 
disclosure of details of a new giant 
aircraft which has been  strewing 
bombs across Germany during the 
last three months, 

Until now the air ministry had 
kept on what it calls its secret list

machine whose bomb compartments 
are almost as large as a two-car 
garage.

territory, the air ministry revealed 


that the Avro Manchester has been 
added in great numbers to the ever- 
increasing bomber fleet” which in- 
cludes the British-built Stirlings and 
Halifaxes and <American-built air- 
craft.

Unlike most big bombers, the Man-

The load capacity was not revealed 
but it was known that these power- 
fully-armed machines carried a tre- 
mendous quaftity of. high ‘explosives 
to such distant sections as the Baltic 
port of Stettin, some 650 miles in a 
direct line from Britain. 

The manoeuvrability and fire-power 
was illustrated by the performance 
of one Manchester ‘which had dropped 
to 12,000 feet over the target area

serschmitts one of which was de- 
stroyed and the other listed as a 
“probable.”

Reinhard’ Heydrich,  Himmler’s 
righthand man in charge of Gestapo 
operations, is one of the handsomest 
figures in the Nazi hierarchy, says 
the London correspondent of ‘the -Ot- 
tawa Journal.
